Statement of Onsrets ann Reasons. 


Tuerk are at present fir different laws, 
besides several amending Acts, under which 
municipalities in Bengal are administered. The 


present Bill has been framed with the view of 
consolidating these diflercut cuactments into a 
single Jaw.

8. It is nut at present possible to show cxactly what tho average monthly cost of a pro- 
gressive pay is. No doubt it vasies under varying circumstances ; aad under all circumstances 
it depende largely upon the length of the period ‘of ise. : 

4, The Governor-General in Council is, however, daavineed that the average monthly 
cost of a pay, which rises by five equal annual increments from a minimum to a maximum, 
is, at least, the minitaun plus two-thirds, und, in the case of ministerial establishments,

Prom Resolution of the Goverament of India in the Financial Department No. 1586, 
dated 22nd March 1871. 


The Governor General in Conncil has had under consideration. the question of 
how to guard against fraudulent claims to pensionary allowances being pat forward 
by strangers after the actual incumbents are dead. 

2. ‘The chief protection against such claims must be the careful testing by 
disbursing officers of each claim at the time ii, is presented. 

3. But it seems advisable also that  statisticul information regarding pensions 
should be kept up, and for this purpose His Excelleney in Council is pleased to 
direct that, from every office where pensions are disbursed, returns in the annexed 
form shall annually be made to the Account oflice to which it is subordinate :—
